(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once.

(b)  “transferred  territories”  means  the  terri- 
tories which,  immediately  before  the  1st 
November,  1956,  were  comprised  in  the 
State  of  Patiala  and  East  Punjab  States 
Union.

8.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Act  shall  affect 
the  power  of  the  Slate  Government  or  of  any 
officer  or  authority,  exercisable  under  the  enact- 
ments specified  in  Schedules  T and  H,  to  add  to, 
amend,  vary  or  rescind  the  rules,  regulations, 
notifications,  orders  and  by-laws  made,  and  direc- 
tions or  instructions  issued,  as  extended  by  section 
4 to  the  transferred  territories.

9-  If  any  difficuly  arises  in  giving  effect  in 
the  transferred  territories  to  the  provisions  of  any 
enactment  specified  in  Schedule  I or  Schedule  IT.

directions  as  appear  to  it  to  be  necessary  or 
expedient  for  the  removal  of  the  difficulty.
